2. Claims 1-15 and 36-37 are presented for examination. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-15 and 36-37 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record, taken alone or in combination with any other references, fails to teach a data entry device 
comprising of a key having third data entry value associated with simultaneously depressing and 
deflecting the key in a predetermined direction to engage both the first and second portions of the 
key. These limitations in conjunction with other limitations in the claimed invention were not 
shown by the prior art of record.
